The ice cream can be deco- 
rated either before or after being 
stored in the freezing trays.

Bulk 
ice cream is high in quality, smooth 
in texture and fine-flavored. Because 
ice cream plants have mechanical 
equipment not included in the house- 
hold refrigerator it is possible for 
them to make a product having a bet- 
ter balance of dietary essentials than 
home-manufactured ice cream.

The controversy has been a black 
shadow upon the economic life of 
the country.

Notes From a Diary. 


NEW YORK—In the course of the 
five days I spent in Boston, I searched 
the local newspapers in vain for some 
news of the Spanish civil war. Boston 
has discovered the existence of a vice 
ting in one of its most aristocratic 
suburbs, Brookline. High officials are 
said to be involved and their state- 
ments and counterstatements not only 
require headline. the size of ekyscrap- 
ers, but they fill every nook and cran- 
ny of the back pages. What Mussolini, 
Stalin, Hitler are doing or saying this 
moment is of no importance. 

This year I am spending my birth- 
day on a train rolling between Boston 
and Chicago. Last year I sat in the 
neighborhood of Gondar in Ethiopia 
trembling lest the Italian bombers 
spot the airplane which was my only 
means of getting out of the road of 
two armies that were going to bump. 
The year before that I was with Yus- 
sef iba Avrahim plugging along in the 
wake of a French scientific expedition 
across the Sahara desert. 

Youssef, my chauffeur, cook and 
factotum on that memorable journey 
of nearly five months’ duration, wrote 
me a letter not long ago saying: “Cher 
Patron (dear boss): please advise the 
President of the United States that I 
want to be his bodyguard and state 
my qualifications.” ... 

If, as is said by the Stalinist press 
in this country, the Soviet is already 
a paradise, how is it that whole 
groups of old-time Bolsheviks, accord- 
ing to the testimony of the same press, 
are so dissatisfied with the paradi- 
siacal conditions that they secretly or- 
ganize opposition and seek to wreck 
the latter-day garden of Eden? 


Friends took me to a‘spacious aft- 
er-theater restaurant on one of Bos- 
ton’s main streets, where the atmos- 
phere was said to be wholly French. 
This consisted in a stucco architec- 
tural decoration of the walls. You were 
supposed to be sitting in the square 
of a French village. When you closed 
your eyes a little more than half the 
illusion might have worked, but when 
you opened them you saw at once that 
everything was too clean and new to 
resemble anything in the rural regions 
of France. The gals may have been 
real Parisiennes, though. 


The sight of thousands upon thou- 
sands of motor cars in the streets of 
America’s cities gives you an impres- 
sion of immense wealth. Gradually you 
become used to the sight and fou be 
gin to wonder whether the French or 
the Dutch, for instance, would go in 
for motor cars to the same extent as 
people over here, even if they had the 
cash available. And next you realize 
that the average Frenchman has more 
money than the average American, but 
that he won't buy an antomobile, pre- 
cisely to keep his neighbors and the 
tax collector in the dark as to his 
exact financial status. 

An announcement on the walls of 
Boston speaks of the launching of a 
nation-wide campaign for the repeal 
of the repeal of the prohibition act. It 
is not a bad idea. As long as we talk 
about prohibition we don’t talk about 
more serious and important problems. 
Is that the idea? 

As I was sitting in the office of 
the managing editor of a Boston news- 
paper a reporter dashed in to tell his 
boss of a huge: fire raging on the 
waterfront. I had the joy of dashing 
out there in a siren-screaming car 
and later of writing the lead of the 
story, which I liked so well that I al- 
most wished there was another fire

WHEN SEVERITY IS WISE 

Bills intended to make capital, 
offenses of robberies and burglaries 
involving the use or possession of 
deadly weapons are being sponsored 
by the Fulton county grand jury.

TRADING? WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—-There are all kinds of ways of 
making congressmen gee the broader aspects of President 
Roosevelt’s court repacking problem. 

It is quite possible, for example, that some of those senators who 
have been called down privately to Attorney General Cummings’ office 
since Tuesday have come away with new light on the subject. At least, 
they have reported to their colleagues they can now see that far more 
than the question of controlling the supreme court may be involved as 
far as they personally are concerned, 

Of course, Mr. Cummings would never lobby among senators for the 
program of his boss, but he ¢annot escape the fact that there are about 
eight federal judicial vacancies and, try as he may, he cannot avoid con- 
sulting senators from those districts about recommending appointees. 
He need not point out that a senator’s candidate will have a much better | 
chance of getting the appointment if the senator will support the Presi- 
dent’s reorganization program. Anyone with intelligence enough to be a 
senator knows that. - 

More than one has been deeply impressed. 

SUGGESTION Congressmen calling at the White House lately 
also report that they have been more affected by 
what they saw than what they heard. 

More than one has noticed a large book on the executive desk con- 
taining details of the plan for government reorganization. The book 
is said to contain a list of jobs which will have to be filled or refilled 
if and when the reorganization goes through. - 

No argument could be more eloquent with a congressman than this 
one without words. 


NECESSITIES ' The President really had to take hold of the situa- 
tion because his whole gystem of executive lobby- 
ing with congress has buckled under the strain of the court proposal. 

Knee-weakness has spread like a plague among the usual congres- 
sional lobbyists of the White House. Many a congressional leader upon 
whom the President usually depended has devefped a heart too heavy 
for this particular business. They are going through the motions of 
cracking the presidential whip, but they made little secret of their list- 
lessness at the outset. 

The heavy work fell first upon the two official presidential lobby- 
ists, Charles West and Jimmy Roosevelt, but it was too heavy. Mr. 
West has been getting along only reasonably well, and Jimmy not at 
all. As this is young Roosevelt’s initial introduction into lobbying, he 
has been going along to the capitol with West more or less as a sight- 
seer. But even as an accompanist, his presence seems to have failed 
to bring desired results upon legislators. They are not able to acclimate 
themselves readily to talking trades with the young son of the President. 

This is why congressmen lately have received invitations to the 
White House singly, and in droves. 


DESUGARING The difficult situation which Mr. Roosevelt is up 

against with congress could be seen behind the ac- 
tion of the house: in pushing that Sumners bill, giving retirement privi- 
leges to supreme court justices. 

House Judiciary Chairman Sumners left the impression with inquir- 
ers, after a White House call, that the President was not against push- 
ing that bill ahead of the rest of his program. The statement did not 
accurately describe the real underlying situation, which was simply this: 

Every one of Mr. R’s leaders in the house was glad to skim this sugar 
from his court pill. Their action made it far more difficult for Mr. 
Roosevelt to get the only important part of his program through—the 
remaining part authorizing him to change the complexion of the supreme 
court. 

DOUBT A spokesman competent to speak for the Norris-La Fol- 

lette crowd says they do not believe Mr. R. can get six good 
liberal lawyers for the supreme bench out of the whole country. That, 
wooed say off-the-record, is the real explanation for the fight they are 
making. 

If you question their deduction, they will name names. 

The President would not try to appoint Professor Frankfurter, of 
Harvard, they say, because “that would be too raw.” They mean 
Frankfurter might not be confirmed by the senate, although their judg- 
ment on that is subject to question. Senator Wagner would be sstis- 
factory to them, but he would not be eligible if he votes on the judicial 
expansion program. Neither would Senator Robinson, who would not 
be acceptable to them even if he were eligible. They do not want 
Attorney General Cummings, SEC Chairman Landis is too young—and 
that ends their list. 


JUMPING Outsiders may have considered it strange that such 
an excellent reader of handwriting on the wall as Sen- 
ator Sheppard, of Texas, neglected to jump out against the court pro- 
posal after his Texas legislature opposed it. His colleague, Senator 
Connally, did. 
The answer is Sheppard had committed himself before the legis- 
lature acted.

Farm Tenancy Solution Outlined 
At Emory Institute by Dr. Embree 


U.S. Purchase of Land, Safeguarding Against Speculation, 
Rehabilitation, Removal of Sub-Marginal Land From 
Cultivation Urged by Authority. 


By RALPH McGILL 

Every year in the United States 
40,000 farmers drop from the farm- 
operator class and become tenant 
farmers. 

Farm tenancy has become perhaps 
the most important single economic 
problem in the nation. It involves not 
only economics but sociological fac- 
tors which are equally important. In- 
volved also are health and education. 

Yesterday the audience at the 
Emory University Institute of Citizen- 
ship, heard Edwin R. Embree, presi- 
dent of the Rosenwald Foundation and 
a member of the President’s commia- 
sion on farm tenacy, give his ideas of 
“The Way Out.” 

Basic Recommendations. 

There were four chief items: 

1. Purchase of lands by the federal 
government and resale to tenant farm- 
ers or graduates of agricultural col- 
leges wanting to get a start. 

2. Safeguarding against land specu- 
lation by long-term contracts which 
retard the obtaining of the land in 
fee simple for a period of from 20 to 
30 years. 

3. Rehabilitation through loans and 
rehabilitation agents. 

Removal of farmers from sub- 
marginal lands where it ie impossible 
to make a living and the turning of 
these lands into federal conservation 
projects. 

“Taking the theoretical condition 
first,” said Dr. Embree, ‘‘there is no 
over-production in farm products ex- 
cept perhaps in cotton. Certainly there 
is a stark lack of food crops to pro- 
vide a sufficient, balanced diet for 
all the people. There is a lack of 
eggs, of poultry, of meats and of vege- 
tables on the tables of all the people. 
And strangely enough, this lack of 
balanced food is found mostly in the 
rural sections and not the urban. 

No Mill. Overproduction. 

“Certainly all the babies and all 
the people in need of nuorishment do 
not con enough milk to drink. 

There is no overproduction in milk 
and other dairy products. 

“Tt is true if these were all de- 
veloped there would be a competition 
with the dairy products of Iowa and 
the middle west; there would be a 
competition, if vineyards were devel- 
oped, with those of the California 
wine makers, and there would 
other competitions. They simply 
would have to be worked out and 
solved.” 

“That much for the theoretical 
side of it. It cannot actually be 
said there are té0o many vegetables, 
too much milk and buttter and eggs 
and poultry and meat for the peo- 
nle’s tables,” he said. 

“Now, each year, some 40,000 new 
tenant farmers are added to the list 
of those who have dropped to that 
condition. We come to practical pro- 
posals. 

“With regard to the first of the 
four proposals, I believe the govern- 
ment should buy land. I think it 
is a problem for the central govern- 
ment because it cannot as well be 


he of the emergency resettlement and re- 


done by individual states. If so, the 


problem would have been met before 
this, Gangs in the great cities were 
not able to be wiped out by the city 
or state governments. But almost 
overnight the federal government 
agency wiped them out. 

Fitted to Needs. 

“This land would be resold’ to 
those desiring the change. It would 
be sold in lots fitted to the individual 
needs. 

“Secondly, this land would be sold 
so as to safeguard it against land 
speculation. This would mean a long 
contract. Under the original Bankhead 
bill the term was set at 60 years. 
That is too long. Probably some term 
between 20 and 40 years would 
more nearly correct. By thus retard- 
ing the fee simple for a period of 
years, the purchaser would not be 
tempted to sell in some land boom 
for a small profit. It would assure 
a permanent occupancy of the land. 

“I believe that in some sections 
where there were large sections in- 
volved with some 300 families on 
them, co-operatives might be formed 
and a manager appointed. It would 
be very similar to a stock company 
with sales and purchases done by the 
group,” he said. 

Reh&abilitation Essential. 

The rehabilitation feature was de- 
clared an essential one. It reaches, 
through the rehabilitation agents, the 
lower 40 per cent of the farmers 
which the county demonstration agent 
is unable to reach. 

The fourth feature was the  provi- 
sion for purchase of sub-marginal 
lands. 

“We know,” said Dr. Embree, “that 
many farmers :sre trying to make a 
living on lands which are impossible 
of farming with profit. These men 
would be sold land which can be 
farmed. The submarginal lands would 
be given over to various conservation 
projects.” 

A fifth feature provided for relief 
in case of floods, drouths, tornadoes 
and disasters of that type. 

This address followed others. in 
which other features of the farm ten- 
ancy problem had been discussed. The 
history of tenancy in this and other 
countries, the distressing economic and 
sociological condition of the tenant 
farmers, their increase, the success 


habilitation projects already in effect 
—all this had been covered by other 
speakers at the institute. 

Dr. Embree closed with his sug-

Regents of the University System 
of Georgia advised Governor livers 
in their annual report yesterday that 
since the reorganization in 1932, 
budgets have been balanced and debts.

fore the strikers emerged from the 
plant. 

As they left the building. the strik- 
ers lowered a huge banner from the 
roof of the building bearing the words 
“Victory is Ours” in huge red letters.” 

General Motors officials, moving 
just as swiftly to resume production, 
announced that the plants would re- 
open Monday. 

Two thousand men marched from 
the No. 1 plant, but hundreds of them 
had gone in during the afternoon. 
Best estimates were that 900 were 
true veterans of the prolonged strike. 

Many of the men, clean’ shaven 
when the strikes began, wore heavy 
beards as symbols of their self-imposed 
44-day incarceration. 

Members of a “beaded band” played 
furiously on their instruments, but 
their efforts were nearly lost in the 
automobile horns and the cheers. 

At the head of the procession that 
formed rapidly was a huge American 
flag.

Text of Strike Letter

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 11. (AP) ~ 
The text of a letter written to Gov- 
ernor Murphy by W. S. Knudsen, in 
connection with the formal agree- 
ment, follows: 

“We have been told that the Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers of Ameri- 
ca, in justifying its demand for the 
bargaining privilege, state that they 
fear that without protection of some 
kind we might deliberately proceed 
to bargain with other groups for the 
purpose of undermining the position 
of this particular union. We have 
said that we have no such intention, 

“On the other hand, we cannot en- 
ter into any agreement with anyone 
which can have the effect of denying 
to any group of our employes the 
rights of collective bargaining to 
which it is entitled, and which fails 
to protect them in the exercise of 
those rights. 

“On our part, therefore, we under- 
take not to seek or to inspire such 
activities on the part of other groups, 
for the purpose of weakening this 
particular union. 

“This undertaking we assume on 
condition that the union refrain from 
coercion and intimidation inside and 
outside of the shop in its efforts to 
increase its membership. 

“As evidence of our intention to 
do all we can to hasten the resump- 
tion of work in our plants and to 
promote peace, we hereby agree with 
you that within a period of sir 
months from the resumption of work 
we will not bargain with or enter 
into agreements with any other 
union or representative or employes 
of plants on strike in respect to such 
matters of general corporate policy 
as referred to in letter of January 4, 
without first submitting to you the 
facts of the situation and gaining 
from you the sanction of any such 
contemplated proceedure as being jus- 
tified by law, equity or justice 
towards the group of employes se 
represented.”

Mr. Cohen died Wednesday morn- 
ing at his residence in Sandersville 
at the age of 86. He had moved to 
this country from Berlin, Germany, 
his birthplace, at the age of 3 and 
had been a resident of Sandersville 
for more than 55 years. 

He was prominent in the jewelry 
and banking business and had intcr- 
ests in various other enterprises. He 
organized the Louis Cohen Bank and 
served as president of the institution 
when it became the Cohen National 


Bank, one of the first national banks 
in that section of the state.

This is represented 
by obligations held in trust accounts 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, the postal savings sys- 
tem and similar agencies.

Of the remaining $32,500,000,000, 
banks hold $17,400,000,000, of which 
$2,400,000,000 is in Federal Reserve 
banks. Insurance companies and cor 
porations and hundreds of thousands 
of individuals—and treasury does not 
know how many—have the rest. 

Foreign holdings are not separate- 
ly recorded, but much imported cap- 
ital probably has flowed into govern- 
ment obligations. During the first 
nine months of last year, $460,000,000 
of foreign funds came to this country 
for investment. 

The public debt has followed an 
up-and-down course since 1500, when 
it stood at $83,000,000 or $15,87 per 
capita. It dropped to $3,500,000, or 
only 21 cents per capita, in 1840. 
Lifted to $2,600,00,000 by the Civil 
War in 1865, the debt stayed above 
the $2,000,000,000 until 1882, Fluc- 
tuating between $1,000,000,000 and 
$2,000.000,000 until 1917, it soared 
from $2,900.000,000 in the latter year

BATTLE OF JUTLAND 
SUBJECT OF SPEAKER 


The Battle of Jutland and its sig- 
nificance to world history was ex- 
plained by Dr. W. O. Stevens, dean 
of journalism and English of Ogle- 
thorpe University, in an address Wed- 
nesday night at the monthly dinner 
of the Navy and Marine Club of At- 
lanta, held at the Georgia School of 
Technology. 

The club, comprised of regular and 
reserve men living in Atlanta, heard 
Dr. Stevens “explode’® the so-called 
myth of the Battle of Jutland, giving 
a lack of communications as the rea- 
son for the failure of a decisive de- 
feat of tLe German fleet. He declared 
a defeat of the German fleet at this 
battle would have meant a quicker 
ending of the World War, with the 
United States remaining out of the 
conflict.

Lacking the requirements for a suit 

takeout or raise, the responder should 

take out his partner’s suit bid of one 
with one no trump if holding: 


One-plus to two-plus honor tricks in/ 


the hand; 

One honor trick, provided a stopper 
(J x x x, Q x, K x, or better) is held 
in at least two suits. 

K x, J x, and J x; Q x, Q x, and 
J x; Ax and J x, or an ace with at 
least two tens. 


In other words, a no trump take- 
out is made whenever the responder 
has about one honor trick with a fair 
possibility of winning two tricks at no 
trump in his own hand. Such a hand 
may be weak, as in the case of the 
hand containing one king and two 
jacks. Other hands. nearer to the max- 
imum than to the minimum, may con- 
tain two honor tricks. perhaps an ace, 
king, and queen in different suits. 
The opener will, of course, assume a 
near-minimum one no trump takeout,

Creamed Crab Meat Makes a Lenten Meal Festive.

There are so many good sea food 
dishes that can be made that Nancy 
and her crowd welcomed the advent of 
Lent. It gave them a real reason for 
putting in creamed crab meat, lobster 
salad, baked oyster loaf, crab bisque, 
clam broth, and shrimp ealad. 

In using canned shrimp Nancy was 
always careful to remove. the thin 
black line which encircles the middle 
of the outer surface of the shrimp. 
I sharp knife takes this out and a 
rinse of cold water removes all traces 
of the body organ. 

Shrimp and peas put into a cream | 
sauce make a nice dish for after-the- | 
ater suppers. ‘The dish is called | 
shrimp wiggle; a name _ incidentally!

For her creamed crab meat she 
omitted the peas but added a few 
other ingredients.

Suppose that 
the number of guests is large and the 
supply of crab meat is small. Add 
chopped green pepper, add chopped 
hard-cooked eggs, add chopped celery.

‘fairly thin but since she was adding | 
an egg yolk to help thicken and en- 
rich the mixture she skimped on the 
flour. After the cream sauce wae hot | 
and smooth she poured into it the!

_ If you are highly susceptible to adi- 
pose tissue, you probably shy off vi- 
tamin concentrates for fear of gain- 
ing weight. Vitamins increase resist- 
ance, not weight, and you can only 
gain on a calorie excess. 

No, I'm not trying to fool you 


' Just to keep you from catching a cold! 


‘Vitamine alone will not boost the 
weight scales. Doctors give vitamin 
concentrates to thin people not to help 
them gain, but merely to build up 
their general resistance and vitality 
so they will be in a better physical 
condition to gain on a_high-calorie 
diet. However, improved health does 
not make for abnormal weight, and 
you will not be in danger of taking 
on excess fat just because you feel 
better. , 

When it is necessary to restrict the 
calories because of a tendency to put 
on weight, the question is how to 
supply the minerals and _ vitamins 
within the calorie limit. 
ed vitamins afford a maximum of pro- 
tection with a negligible amount of 
calories, and it is probably safe to 
say that all reducers would have more 
zest for life for taking one Vitamin 
A and D capsule each day. And it 
follows that when you feel fit you 
take more interest in exercise and 
calorie counting. 

There are five vitamins which are 
essential to well being—A, B, C, D, G. 
Some of these can be supplied in con- 
centrates, while others must be taken 
daily in foods. Vitamins A and D

min ( as whole milk since fats are 
practically void in thie vitamin. In 
fact, skim milk or buttermilk fits the’

A Backward Glance.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—(4)—Gen- 
eral Motors and United States Steel 
provided the main fireworks today in 
a stock market celebration of the peace 
agreement in the strike against the 
big automobile company. 


Waves of buying around the open- 
ing and toward the close, concentrat- 
ed in motor, steel and a few selected 
issues, lifted General Motors nearly 3 
and whirled “Big Steel” up more than 
4 to a new recovery peak within a 
fraction of 110. Both closed around 
the day’s tops. General Motors fin- 
ishing at 70 3-8. 

Under cover of the leading motor 
and steel shares, tape-readers saw in- 
dications of selling in many issues. Fi- 
nal prices were well scrambled, with 
numerous losses of fractions to more 
than a point. 


While more shares showed losses 
than gains at the end, the Associated 
Press average of 60 stocks touched a 
new top since April, 1931, at 73.8, 
up 3. 

First-grade bonds, including United 
were droopy 
again. Commodities stuck to a nar- 
row, uneven path. Cotton was 15 to 
35 cents a bale higher. Wheat at Chi- 
cago lost 1-8 to 1-2 and corn 1-4 to 
3-4 cents a bushel, 


On the hope the strike settlement 
would give industry another fillip on 
the recovery drive, bulls turned chief- 
ly to steel shares. United States steel 
starred in the late performance. Beth- 
lehem followed with an advance of 
more than 2 to 91 1-4, also a new re- 
covery toys, and Republic, National, 
Inland, Fentditeon Sheet & Tube, 
and Superior rose about 1 to nearly 5.

High-grade liens eontinued to give 
way and losses ruled the United States 
government sector. Federal issues lost 
1-32d to 6-32ds of a point on some- 
what heavier volume than of late. 

The high grade corporate list de- 
clined fractionally with such loans 
as American Telephone 31-4s off 1-4 
at 100, Anaconda 41-2s off 1-4 at 
105 3-4 and Santa Fe 4s off 11-2 at 
111 1-2 typical of th: session.

_ WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Pend- 
ing sales of federal] loan cotton over- 
hang the market and trade is dull 
Spot cotton has shown greater weak- 
ness than sales for future delivery. 
Average of the spot markets was in- 
clined to sag a little below 13 cents, 
but prices generally showed resistance 
and a tendency to recover. Fears of 
flood damage, possibility of sales for 
flood relief needs, and the current 
gains in export shipments all tended 
to support the market position. 

Cotton mill activity is far above 
usual rate and still increasing. Cur- 
rent sales of cotton cloth are less 
than the mill output but many prev- 
ious orders have not yet been filled. 
Most of the mills seem to have bought 
enough cotton to meet their needs for 
the present and inquiries for spot cot- 
ton are becoming less numerous, Move- 
ment of export cotton is expected to 
increase with settlement of western 
seamen’s labor dispute. 

Sagging Feed ‘Trend. 

The feed markets continued the re- 
cent declining trend in early Febru- 
ary, aS mild weather in the south and 
marketing of live stock and poultry 
where feed supplies are short, cut the 
demand. Average of wholesale prices 
have declined more than 6 per cent 
from season’s peak, reports the Bureau 


-|of Agricultural Economics. 


Mild weather and bad toads in many 
southern sections limited purchases of 
wheatfeeds, and average decline was 

1.25 a ton. Flood conditions in the 
Memphis district limited outlet. Cot- 
tonseed meal sold lower, southern mills 
quoting 41 per cent meal $33.50 to $34 
per ton. Soybean cake and meal, lin- 
seed meal and hominy feed declined 
mostly $1 to $1.50 per ton in the large 
markets. 

Peanut Market Dull. 

For the past few weeks the peanut 
market has been rather dull and quiet, 
and prices sagged slightly from their 
peak point of the season. Farmers’ 
stock as well as shelled and cleaned 
peanuts are moving in lighter volume 
than a month ago. 

Shipments of cleaned and _ shelled 
peanuts for the season through Jan- 
uary were about 50 per cent heavier 
than for the same time last season 
and have taken fully 80,000,000 more 
pounds of farmers’ stock. Shipments 
of crude peanut oil for the season are 
12 per cent above those to the same 
date last year, and this increased oil 
took the equivalent of more than 11,- 
000,000 pounds of farmers’ stock. 

Poultry and Eggs Firm. 

After weakening early in February 
under heavy receipts, the egg market 
firmed up considerably as demand im- 
proved. Production was checked in 
some sections because of heavy floods 
in the middle west, and colder weather 


jin the east. Recent lower prices in- 


creased demand from retailers and 
wholesale dealers report marked re- 
duction in stocks on hand. Any further 
drop in supply because of unfavorable 
weather conditions would probably 
bring temporary sharp advances in 
price. 

Poultry markets have been holding 
generally steady to firm, with a few 
slight price advances. Fresh-killed and 
frozen poultry held unchanged but 
there were some gains of 1 cent to 
2 cents on live fowls and winter broil- 
ers. Dealers are turning to cold stor- 
age poultry as supplies of fresh-killed 
stock show seasonal decreases.

10 LEWIS BY GREEN 


C. I. O. Head To Seek Short- 
er’ Hours, Higher Wages 
in Coal Fields. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—P— 
John L. Lewis’ foes within the Ameri- 


night that he suffered a severe defeat 
in the General Motors strike just 
ended. 


Soon after the peace was signed, 
President William Green, of the Fed- 
eration, issued a statement expressing 
“regret” that Lewis had been forced 
to “surrender.” 


While Lewis argued that the auto- 
mobile workers had won a major vic- 
tory, Green said Lewis did not win 
his fight for recognition of his union 
as the exclusive bargaining agent for 
employes in 20 plants. 


Green and Lewis now lead rival la- 
bor movements. Green is spokesman 
for the federation unions which think 
skilled workers should be organized by 
craft. Lewis is trying to bring all the 
workers in each large industry into 
one big union. 


The lesson to be learned from the 
General Motors strike, Green told re- 
porters, was that “in a fight of this 
kind the solidarity of ail labor in the 
United States and Canada is needed.” 

“The whole army of labor is injur- 
ed to some extent when a division of 
labor sustains a defeat,” he added. 

From Edward F. McGrady, assist- 
ant secretary of labor, came a state- 
ment that the country should have a 
better way of settling such disputes. 
He said the strike cost workers and 
yo ngtere $2,000,000 a day for 42 

ys. 

To Ask Wage Increase. 

With the General Motors strike set- 
tled, Lewis now will try to win high- 
er wages and shorter hours for about 
400,000 members of the United Mine 
Workers in the bituminous coal fields. 

The present agreement between the 
miners and operators expires March 
31. Operators already have demanded 
that the work week be increased from 
35 to 40 hours, with no wage in- 
crease. Coal men expect the union to 
demand a 30-hour week, with wage in- 
crease of at least 15 per cent. 

Negotiations are to start next Wed- 
nesday in New York and labor men 
attach more than usual significance to 
the outcome.

SOCIAL SECURITY BILL 
VOTED IN N.C. SENATE 


House Passes Measure To 
Continue 3 Per Cent 
Sales Tax. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Feb: 11.—(7)—~ 
A social security measure providing 
aid to needy aged and dependent chil- 
dren won near-unanimous approval in 
the senate today, while the house 
voted to continue the three per cent 
sales tax on purchases of 19 cents or 
more and to add bread and rolls to 
— list of necessities exempt from the 
evy. 


The social security bill carried in 
the senate 45 to 1 and was sent to 
the house. Under its provisions maxi- 
mum old age grants would be $30 a 
month and the maximum aid for a 
child would be $18 a month, with a 
family receiving $12 a month addi- 
tional for each additional child, but 
not more than $65 a month. 

An amendment was adopted. provid- 
ing that funds on hand should revert 
to the state and counties in the event 
the federal government should cease 
aiding in the program.
